shall appoint three Commissioners with those 
who may be likewise designated to represent 
© government of Canada, to prepare a plan 
for the assimiation of the import duties and

Commercial union and said commissioners 
shall report to the President who shall lay 
the report before Congress.”

RESERVED QUARTERS. 


Probably the greatest evil of the present 
lanip ‘cy inth Northwest is the system of 
reserves under which roughly speaking each 
alternate eection throughout the Territories 
is held closed from settlement, partly on the 


| plea that they must be kept to bonus rail- 


ways and partly that they may be sold for 
the benefit of the federal treasury; but as 
the railways do not muateralize and they are 
never offered for sale they simply lie a dead 
weight on the cfforts of the settlers on the 
unreserved sections, That the throwing 
open of these sections is most desirable and 
in fact necessary if the country is to prosper 
has long been evident to people acquainted 
with the facts, and at its late session the 
Northwest assembly passed a resolution 
calling upon the interior department to take 
that course wherever the lands were not 
required for railroad purposes, It was and 
is felt that if railways are to be induced to 
run through unsettled country land must be 
Offered them, if cash cannot be, and 
the difficult point was how to recon- 
cile as nearly as possible the throw- 
ing open of all lands fur settlement and the 
granting of lanas as a bonus in aid of rail- 
ways. Underthe present system the odd 
sections heid for the benetit of the federal 
treasury are turnet over to the railway con: 
pany to besold for its benefit. The assem- 
bly asked thit instead of reserves in altern- 
ate sections alternate quarters on all 
sections in the hands of the = gov- 
ernment be so reserved. This would 
give the railway thesame ameunt of land 
within a certain distance of the line as the 
reserve of alternate sections, it would nut be 
asking the government to sacrifice any more 
directly, it would allow of two free settiers 
on every section, and would bring the rail- 
way company’s lands at once into market 
in the way of pre-emptions for the settlers on 
the adjoining free homesteads. The only 
kiss to the government would be the price of 
the pre-emptions on the even sections which 
it might otherwise receive, but it was felt 
that the more rapid and prosperous settle- 
ment of the country under this plan would— 
asin the case of giving up the odd sections 
tofree homesteading—more than make up 
the possible cash loss. Tne only objection 
made to this plan is that under itthe settler 
would have to deul with a railroad company 
instead of with the government for his pre- 
emption and that the railway company 
might refuse to sell to him, or charge him an 
exorbitant price. The auswer is that it is 
more probable the railway company would 
in order to secure seitlers be willing to sell 
its reserved quarters at the price askid by 
the government,the more so because being in 
only quarter eections, which is geuerally 
considered to be two little fora Northwest farm, 
there would be less likelihood of selling a 
quarter section by itself at a good figure 
than of disposing of itto a homesteader on the 
adjoining land. Whereas at present, the 
reserves being in sections, each of which is 
equal to one or two good farms, the chances 
of selling to rich non-residents are better 
than those of selling to mere settlers, 
and improve by holding on, If it were felt 
that there was any danger of the railway 
company taking advantage of the settler, it 
could easily be arranged either that the 
company should be compelled to sell to 
homesteaders ata fixed price and on fixed 
terms or the government could handle the 
reserved quarters ata rate to be agreed on 
with the company, the proceeds of sales to 
be handed to the company. If thought 
advisable a change to this arrangement 
could be made where land is already granted 
to railways and has not yet »een settled 
upon. The day when railway companies ex- 
pected to get eight or ten dollars an acre for 
their lands iw the Nortnwest is long past. 
A much wore modest price accompanied by 
settlement would now please them well, and 
this they can secure under the plan suggest- 
ed by the assembly. Tine plan lately sug- 
gested by Watson in the house of Commons 
—reserves of alternate townships—seems to | 
have allthe disadvantages of the present 
system, but ona township instead of on e 
section scale and therefore would be worse | 
by so much instead of any better. It would | 
certainly favor the introduction of two dis. | 
tinct classes of land occupants, that is large 
and emall ranchers and farmers, so close to- 


gether that their intcrests would have to | 
come in collision, which would he to the. 
injury of both. If the country were all 
equally good and equally settled no doubt 
each settled township could support its own 
school and church, but where the land is | 
broken and only half or quarter of a sown: 
ship would be settled both school and church 
would be permanently lacking, while in all 
cases road making across the reserved town. 
ships would be inall probability but ill at. 
tended to, and yet such portions would have 
to be travelled equally with those in the 
settled townships, Whatever is to be done 
with lands granted to railway compan: 
ien there is nodoubt that the lands not 
granted should be thrown open for settle. 
ment atonce. In this vicinity there area 
large number of odd sections still in the 
hands of the government upon which there 
would have been settlers years ago had it 
been possible for them to get on, settlers 
whose presence and labor would to-day he 
adding tothe wealth and business of the 
district und of the country, but who are not 
here simply because the government pre- 
ferred to hold the land vacant, for what 
purpose has not yet been revealed. And yet 
people wonder w' y he Northwest does not 
settle up; Why the country does not go 
ahead.

railway reserves in alternate quarter sections, 
On the prohibition question he favored a 
vote of the people, and thought if the matter 
were placed in the hands of the assembly it 
should not be untilafter an election at which 
this question wasthe issue, which would 
have very much the same effect asa direct 
vote. Regarding the request for improved 
financial concessions from the tederal to the 
territorial government Mr. Davin estimated 
that onthe Manitoba basis the territories 
were entitled to a subsidy from the federal 
treasury of $239,700, besides university lands 
and lunatic asylum. Charlton supported the 
resolutions showing that in land matters 
they embodied the principles advocated by 
the liberal party during the past nine years. 
Macdowall favored the spirit of the resolu. 
tions. He woud like to see the interest on 
overdue pre emptivns made aslow as possible 
or thrown off. The matter of branch lines to 
the Saskatchewan was very important. If 
arrangements now in progress for the con- 
struction of a railway to Prince Albert and 
Battleford were not completed in a month 
he would lay a motion before the house on 
the subject. Scrip should be granted to 
children of half breeds up to '85. He did not 
object to a popular vote on the liquor ques- 
tion but would prefer to give the Northwest 
assembly full power to deal with the matter. 
This would be a fairer method of settlement 
than to impose a provincial license system by 
federal authority. Watson suid that the 
land regulations were improving but that 
the systein of granting large tracts to coloni- 
zation companies and of making large reser- 
vations held exclusively for sale had a great 
deal to do with the present sparse settlement 
of the country. He considered that $2.50 an 
acre was too much for the settler to pay for 
his land. Speculators who had ught 
overnment land during the boom at $2.60 
had been unable to realize on it yet. In case 
of railway reserves he favored alternate 
townships rather than alternate sections. 
Daly undertook to show that the land regula- 
tions of the Northwest were much more 
favorable than those of Dakota. Mulock 
called attentiun to the enormous expense 
incurred in running government business in 
the Northwest compared to the small results 
achieved in the way ofscttlement. Davis 
supported Davin's remarks on the resolutions. 
He spoke regarding the ranching industry 
and gave figures showing its iniportance. He 
supported the late cancellation of unused 
leases; also early railroad communication 
with the Saskatchewan,and additional scrip to 
half breeds and mounted police. He hoped 
to see the liquor question settled either by 
vote of the people «r by the federal parlia- 
ment. He strongly favored the immigration 
proposition and the resoulution regarding 
the improvement of the trails. Dewdney 
thanked Davin for bringing up the re-olu- 
tions. They were now under the considera 
tion of the government and a reply would 
shortly be forwarded to the lieutenant gov- 
ernor forthe information of the legislative 
assembly. He hoped tosee achange made 
on the liquor question, but gave no hint of 
what the change was likely to be. Regard- 
ing additional scrip for half breeds he said: 
“I may say thatthe government are giving 
very serious attention tothat matter, and I 
am sure that they feel inclined todo all they 
poses can tocarry out the views expressed 

vy my honorable friends from the Northwest.” 
He would use his influence with the govern- 
ment to secure scripand medals for the 
fpottee and scouts. He favored the ,rant of 
and to railway companys in alternate town- 
ships, and said that “in future when any 
land grants are given they will be given that 
way.” He was as anxious as his colleagues 
to do all thatcould be done for the settlers 
in the Northwest and was glad that the 
conciusions he had arrived at, as set forth in 
the interview of that morning, were satisfac- 
tory to these gentlemen.
